To meet the demands of increased en- 


rollment during the 1972-73 school year, 
Schaumburg Township School Dist. 54 
board of education members Thursday 
approved hiring 30 additional general 
classroom teachers. 


Action on the employment of a new 


principal, 25 more teachers for special 
department use, special education and 
diagnostic duties, and 32 clerks, aids and 
janitorial workers was postponed. 


Member Gerald Lewln insisted on a 


two week delay stating he did not have 
time to review the recommendations pre- 
pared by Ronald Ruble assistant superin- 
tendent in charge of personnel, for addi- 
tional staffing. 


Ruble said the additional personnel for 


the 1972-73 school year are needed to car- 
ry out the present educational programs. 


HE ANTICIPATED School Dist. 54 


should have 450 more students in grades 
one to six. The district now has 1,716 kin- 
dergarten children moving to first grade 
next year, and only 1,431 sixth graders 
moving into junior high school . . . a 
difference of 285. The remaining 165 will 
be made up of new move-ins. 


Ruble added class sizes in growth 


areas will-be comparable to those of oth- 
er schools at the beginning of the year. 
But he is also asking authorization to 
hire seven additional teachers at mid* 
year to meet increased enrollment. 


The junior high school enrollment will 


increase by 223 students when the pre- 
sent 1431 sixth graders move to seventh 
grade and 1,206 eighth graders move to ' 
high school. 


The new principal is needed for the 


new building. 


The employment of a bi-lingual teach- 


er, a new position, is requested to pro- 
vide service for 17 children that have 
little command of the English language. 


THE DISTRICT has added 15 class- 


rooms in the first to sixth, grade level, 
and four additional -special education 
classes. 


Teachers aides, clerk aides, and teach- 


er aide interns to implement the Individ- 
ually Guided Education program pre- 
viously approved, account for 12 of the 
needed staff. 


Adjoining School Dist. 15 is still consid- 


ering staff needs, and the board has not 
discussed hiring additional personnel. 


School Dist. 'SB is maintaining it's pre- 


sent staff level with no increases.

According to police, Lopez and1 Mrs. 


Paulina Salinas, 24, were "sitting in the 
car talking" at the forest preserve, when 


i Salinas found them. He took a shotgun 


from a red pickup truck, police said, and 
shot Lopez as he fled toward the woods.

Taxpayers hold little identity in the 


Cook County assessor's office because' 
most real estate tax payments are made 
by mail,- but there is a small group 
among the thousands of .property owners 
who add personality to the numbers they 
are listed by in the assessment books. 


Mostly it's the little guy, bill clutched 


in hand, who walks into the first-floor 
office to pay his taxes in person.. 


It's almost as if some of the index- 


numbers have walked off the pages in 
the binder to make 'the guys behind the 
counter at Parity's place (Assessor P. J. 
Cullterton's office) take notice. 


A majority of those who walk in are 


women. They instinctively head for the 
spot at the end of the room where the 
line is as if they know you always wait In 
line to pay. 


The clerks are polite but busy, and as 


one told a disgruntled woman com- 
plaining abut her tax bin, "Hey, I'm a 
taxpayer too." 


The lines are short now; the bills have 


just come out. For one old woman they 
were not short enough. Her babushka- 
bound head bobbed in emphasis as she 
kept up a steady stream, of cusswords in 
her native language throughout her half- 
hour wait. 


She JMinctuited the descriptive dia- 


logue with a few statements in English 
tike, "not enough I gotta pay, I gotta 
wait too." and, "how come .you don't 
wait for the money like I wait in the 
line?" 


No one shushed her or appeared to 


hear her except the guy in back of her, 
who said, "If it makes you feel better, 
talk. But, take it from me, you pay no 
matter what you say, so what's the dif- 
ference?" 


Ushers in the offices can tell you 


where to go whatever your question. 
They direct people to the right lines and 
won't tolerate cut-ins or sloppy lines. 


"Keep those lines straight, close up 


there," is the usual order and even the

A village owned and operated airporf 


is included in plans for a regional trans- 
portation center proposed by , Schaum- 
burg Mayor Robert 0.

The study, expected to be funded pri- 


marily by the Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration (FAA), will not limit itself to ex- 
pansion of the now privately owned 
Schaumburg Airport, but will also survey 
other practical sites' within village limits 
for a general aviation (utility type) air- 
port. 


IN DISCUSSION directed by Bob Star- 


zyk, serving as chairman fa the absence 
of Dennis Ledgerwood, the group conclud- 
ed that background exposed in the 
Thomson-Vickrey-Wines presentation re- 
vealed extensive airport planning on a 
national basis. 


Howard, Needles, Tammen and Ber- 


gendoff, on the other hand,' is involved 
presently in five airport studies funded 
under the Airport and Airways Devel- 
opment Act of 1970. 


That legislation provides $15 million 


annually for airport planning and ex- 
panston and is essentially where funding 
for the local project would come.

thirds of the cost of the feasibility study 
would be recaptured by the village under 
a master planning grant. Remaining por- 


tions of the cost of the project, would 
come from a one-sixth .grant from the 
Illinois Department of Aeronautics and 
an equal amount would be borne by "the 
village. 


Village expenditures would be retired 


through proceeds of a revenue bond issue 
and would involve no taxpayer burden.

DAN LUREY, an observer for Hoff- 


man Estates Environmental Concerns 
Committee-, questioned .the v validity of 
computer programs used in preparation 
of noise contour portions of the planned 
study. 


"Loudness contour, of the human ear is 


important and varies with the individual. 
Is this program good enough to deter- 
mine the entire scope of the noise .ques- 
tion?" Lurey asked. 


In response, committee members in-

Hoover: Start Of A Legend

WASHINGTON (UPI) - J. Edgar Hoo- 


ver joined the government in 1917 as a 
WOO-a-year law clerk. At his death more 
than half a century later, he personified 
a seme of power in Washington without 
parallel in American history. 


A few people, including the eight presi- 


dents he served, had more authority over 
shorter periods of time, but none held 
power longer and more surely than did 
Hoover. 


His career wa« a case study of almost 


.classic dimensions of how single-minded 
dedication and talent can achieve power, 
exercise it and — if you believe his crit- 
ics — misuse it. 


It was a career unlikely to ever be 


matched as a result of a four-year-old 
law under which his successor, to be cho- 
sen by President Nixon, must be con- 
firmed by the Senate and will serve at 
the pleasure of the chief executive. 


IN THE BEGINNING, in 1924, be 


moved in as chief of a corruption-tainted 
government bureau of investigation and 
cleaned house, stamping his own brand 
of Puritan virtue on the agents who 
worked for him. 


In the '30s, with the help of an in- 


tensive public relations effort, he ar- 
rested or eliminated.a galaxy of crfmi- 
nils and thereby gave the FBI legendary 
status.' 
• 
• 


In World War H and the Cold War that 


followed, Hoover became a spy-hunter, 
uncovering Nazi saboteurs and later 
Communist atomic espionage rings. 


When he died last Tuesday, he was a 


center of mounting controversy, assailed 
by the New Left and under fire from civ- 
il rights spokesmen and militant blacks. 


During his years as director ol the FBI 


and its predecessor agency, Hoover dealt 
with eight presidents from Coolidge to 
Nixon and 16 attorneys general. Some of 
the chief executives and a number of the 
attorneys general were privately critical 
of the FBI chief, but none dared fire 


After he reached the mandatory retire- 


ment age of 70, both Lyndon B. Johnson 
and President Nixon kept him on any- 
way. Congress all but rubber stamped 
his budget requests which rose from $2.4 
million in 1901 to 923S million in 1971. In 
1*19, he commanded 737 agents. At his 
death, there were «,«00.. 


Hoover made his' agency one of the 


best in the world, utilising the most mod- 
era of techniques, including top-notch 
laboratories, a police training school and 
a fingerprint file that is unmatched. 


HE RAN TOE bureau In martinet 


style. Agents whose personal lives were 
less than conventional or whose attitudes 
were less than loyal were either ousted 
or punished by being sent to out-of-the- 
way places.

to command the agency, Hoover needed 
an the disciplinary tools be could get.

The agency had fallen into dis- 
repute for rifling senators' fuss during 
the hearings on Teapot Dome and be- 
cause of corruption and high-handedness 
during the Palmer raids to deport aliens. 


Hoover accepted only on condition that 


be have lull authority, that the bureau be 
divorced from politics and that appoint- 
ments sixl promotion be strictly on mer- 
it. 


At age 39, Hoover became the federal 


government's top poUceman. 


It was the era .of the Tta Unie and 


"keep cool with CooUdge." It was also 
the era of Prohibition and bootlegging 
that spawned the beginnings of organised 
CfauM* 


Hoover survived his first power 


struggle in 1933 when there was specula- 
tion newly elected President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt might abolish the agency in fa- 
vor of a new setup. Instead, the FBI was 
formally created with Hoover in charge. 


HIS LUCK WAS running. The depres- 


sion and Prohibition had created a crime 
wave and made headline figures of such 
desperadoes as Pretty Boy Floyd, Baby 
Face Nelson, Ma Barker, John Dillinger, 
Alvin Karpis and Machine Gun Kelly. 


Pretty Boy was the first to lose to the 


FBI. Wanted for his part in the "Kansas 
City Massacre," Floyd was slain in an 
Ohio cornfield on Oct. 21, 1934, when he 
tried to shoot it out. 


Kelly, who got .his nickname by tat- 


tooing his initials on rural barns with his 
machine gun, was taken in Memphis, 
Tenn., for kidnaping a wealthy Okla- 
homa oilman and coined a new term in 
the American language by pleading 


"Don't shoot, G-men; don't shoot!" 


But it was John Dillinger who made 


the FBI the symbol of law enforcement 
in July, 1934. Dillinger, an Indiana farm 
boy, had achieved folklore status by his 
bank robberies and escapes from jail and 
police ambush. 


The outlaw, hiding out in Chicago, took 


up with Anna Sage, a bawdy house ma- 
dam who tipped off a police captain in 
East Chicago. Fifteen FBI agents, along 
with East Chldago police, set a trap at 
the Biograph Theater. 


As Dillinger emerged with Anna "The 


Woman in Red" and another woman, he 
apparently sensed the trap and fled down 
an alley. Moments later he lay dead and 
Hoover's agency became a household 
word. 
, In January, 1935, Ma Barker and her 
son, Fred, were tracked to a cottage 
near Ocala,,Fla., and shot to.death in a 
gun battle.

plans," says Ring. "The Moore bill in its 
final form is really no different from the 
law that was held unconstitutional by the 
Illinois Supreme Court," he said. 
. Ring referred to a measure introduced 
by Rep. Don Moore, It-Midlothian, which 
at first differed in several respects from 
the state's original no-fault bill. After the 
measure was nearly killed in committee, 
Moore amended it to read almost the 
same as the old bill.

ACCORDING TO Ring, "The 'only dif- 


ference between the present Moore bill 
and 
the 
measure declared uncon- 


stitutional is that first party benefits are 
extended to commerical vehicles; That 
doesn't answer the critical objections to 
the original law." He testified against 
the measure before the House Insurance 
Committee.

Ring says the unconstitution&lity of the 


original no-fault program centered oh the 
lack of tort (fault) recovery among the 
uninsured. This included approximately 1 
million persons in the inner city of Chi- 
cago alone, he estimates. "Our evidence 
shows that over 80 per cent of those liv- 
ing in the inner city area have too insur- 
ance on their car," said Ring. He claims 
the original no-fault law as well as the 
Moore bill would discriminate against 
the right of these uninsured motorists to 
t o r t recovery.

Reynolds said the Supreme Court deci- 


sion is « costly one, however. An esti- 
mated |65 million to losses will be in- 
curred by insurance .firms insuring the 
state's 5 million passenger cars, he said. 
This is because the firms are offering the 
no-fault coverage at no additional pre- 
mium to buyers of insurance. In the 
meantime lite yardstick formula for es- 
timating pain and suffering established 
under the no-fault law is invalidated.

Dear Reader — The medical profession 


can and does use massage, heat, traction 
and most every aspect of muscle therapy 
that is useful for the body. In the United 
States, this is organized Inconjunction 
with, or under the supervision of, a phy- 
sician who is a specialist in physical 
medicine. 


THE INDIVIDUALS who give the mas- 


sage and provide this type of care are 
called physiotherapists. In one sense, you 
can regard them as assistants or tech- 
nicians to the specialist in physical medi- 
cine. They are well-trained in the art of 
muscle massage and muscle therapy. 
Physiotherapy departments, with their 
hydrotherapy and other devices, are 
very Important in medicine and are used' 
in treatment of muscle injuries and at 
one time, when polio was common, they 
helped rehabilitate polio victims.

your muscle therapy from a physi- 
otherapist under the supervision x>f a spe- 
cialist in physical medicine, because it 
decreases the liklihood that the patient 
will have some other medical problem 
that needs attention. Some individuals 
with muscle pain have serious illnesses 
that require other forms of treatment, 
for example rheumatoid arthritis. Others 
occur repeatedly because of poor dietary 
habits. Still others are associated with 
skeletal abnormalities, like the individual 
who has one short leg. Correction of 
these problems is essential to solving the 
muscle difficulties. 


I see no reason why a physician 


shouldn't refer his patients to a remedial 
massage therapist for specific treatment 
if he chooses to do so. But I do think that 
it is unwise to go directly to an individ- 
ual who is not a doctor for massage 
therapy for a persistent medical com- 
plaint without a good and complete medi- 
cal examination by someone trained in 
the broader aspects of medicine.

Tax Reform, 
Then Lottery 


Keep Him Away, Boy! 


Perhaps it was the image of the 


one-room schoolhouse which did it, 
but tax money to support our 
schools always has a sort of ail- 
American ring to it. 


Now, our legislature is consid- 


ering a gloriously Utopian plan to 
boost its support for public schools 
without taxing the overburdened 
homeowner one red cent! 


The new well of revenue will not 


come from taxes. It will come 
from "contributions," from those 
who wish to gamble a bit and take 
a chance on winning a portion of a 
state lottery. 


There's something for everyone 


in HS 3608, which would establish 
the lottery in Illinois: 
— For the taxpayer, there's no 
new tax hike. 


— For the school administrator, 


there's the possibility that $30 mil, 
lion may be poured into state aid to 
education. 


— For the gambler — and we all 


have a bit of the itch to double an 
investment, whether at Arlington 
Park or on the stock market — 
there's a chance we might win — 
thus making a state lottery ticket a 
good investment. 


With all these pluses, are we en- 


thusiastic about a state lottery? " 


No, we aren't. It isn't that we're 


opposed to on-track wagering, ei- 
ther, as a $50 million source of rev- 
enue for Illinois. That form of gam- 
bling, so long as it is closely moni- 
tored by the state, is inoffensive to 
us. 


, The problem is that the lottery 
addresses itself to the Illinois reve- 
nue crisis in the same way that di- 
rect taxes do — as a source to fed 
increasingly ravenous taxing bod- 
ies. 


No, what is needed, as we've ar- 


gued before, is a complete revamp- 
ing of our entire taxation system. 
From the federal level, where can- 
ny tax experts can fix it so your 
taxes are minimal, to the local lev- 
el, where the property tax inequi- 
ties are obvious, a revamping is 
needed. 


Further, if we should go to a lot- 


tery, those who have proposed it 
have included provisions to allow 
at least 30 per cent of its revenue 
to go to public schools. If $100 mil- 
lion were raised, $30 million would 
go to the schools — or an average 
of $23,000 per state school district. 


This assumes the lottery would 


raise $100 million. A lottery has 
been successful in New Jersey — 
but in New York and New Hamp- 
shire, it hasn't provided the antici- 
pated revenue bonanza. 


«• 


Yes, 
we desperately need the 


money, and no one would be forced 
to take a chance on winning the big 
financial rainbow at the end of the 
lottery ticket. 


No, a state lottery won't solve 


anything — and we badly need a 
solution to the present unfair sys- 
tem of taxation. Let's change the 
system after careful Study, not de- 
pend strictly on a well-intentioned 
state lottery to prop up the present 
plan. 


Poster Pick-Up 


Long after the sound and fury of 


an election have died away and the 
campaign promises have vanished 
like'the snows of yesteryear, some- 
thing tangible yet remains. 


Or to put it more poetically, old 


campaigners never die; their signs 
just fade and fade and fade away. 


Not so in Dayton, Ohio, however. 


That city seems to have solved its 
political poster problem through a 
shrewd combination of private 
greed and public spirit. 


li started just after the 1970 elec- 


tion when an oil company (Sunoco) 
offered to pay five cents for every 
political poster turned in to its 
dealers. 


kids, who are both more adept at

In all, about 30,000 posters were 


collected that year. The same pro- 
gram was run in 1071, and curious- 
ly enough only 8,400 signs were 
turned in, yet the city was stripped 
bare of political posters.

"We Intend to continue our efforts to

"The success of such programs depend 


on how aggressively the company pur- 
sue* it," said Richard Armstrong of the 
Washington-based Public Affairs Council. 
Armstrong has been poshing the idea of 
public bankrolling of political campaigns 
through payroll deductions for the last 14 


AETNA'S APPROACH was relatively 


low key compared to the fanfare Arm- 
strong said was used by companies in 
California's aerospace industry, such as 
Hughes Aircraft Co. of Culver City and 
Aerojet General Corp. of El Monte. 


He said Aerojet was a pioneer in the 


payroll plan, in existence since 1968, and 
Hughes, which collected $80,000 last 
year, expects $150,000 in contributions 
this year. 


Aside from Hughes and Aerojet, three 


other firms use the payroll deduction 
plan... Republic Steel, Eaton Corp. and 


Standard Oil. Armstrong predicts other 
companies soon will be joining in.. 


He said both major political parties 


recently endorsed the payroll plan and 
letters went out over the signatures of 
each national chairman to, 1,500. firms. A 
return card asked them' to contact the 
Public Affairs Council described by Arm- 
strong as a non-profit group working 
with corporations on public affairs pro- 
grams. 


AETNA GOT into the program mainly 


because Olcott D. Smith, board chair- 
man, wanted to offer each employe "an 
opportunity to participate in the mainte- 
nance and, more importantly, the im- 
provement of our political process." It is 
nonpartisan, confidential and the em- 
ploye dictates 'how much, to whom and 
when deductions begin and end. Contri- 
butions are tax deductible, and Aetna 
pays the plan's operational costs. 


"I think the plan is good for the em- 


ploye, good for Aetna and good' for the 
country. I don't think the problem of 
campaign financing is going to go away. 
If other companies adopted such a plan 
and were as successful as we hope to be, 
no candidate would be obligated to any 
big contributor," he said. "Any citizen 
who contributes $50, for example, to 
some guy's campaign is going to watch 
his performance, and that's a good thing, 
I daresay."

Comprehensive plans generally call for 


an initial "deductible," to be paid by the 
policyholder, after which the insurance 
covers a large percentage of the dentist's 
bills. 


The best plans, though, pay an charges 


for periodic (every six months, usually) 
examination and cleaning, thus 'encour- 
aging preventive dentistry. Some also 
pay in full for surgical repair of dentures 
and surgical treatment of diseased gums. 


IN A TYPICAL plan, the policyholder 


pays 25 per cent of other dental ex- 
penses, Including fillings, with the insur- 
ance reimbursing 75 per cent of the cost. 
Exceptions may be straightening teeth 
and providing dentures and bridgework, 
where the reimbursement decreases to 
50 per cent. 


There is usually a yearly limit on bene- 


fits for each person in the family, typi- 


1 cally $750, and a lifetime limit on reim- 


bursements for straightening teeth — 
commonly $500, which, of course, doesn't 
go far in an orthodontist's office these 
days. 


And if you need any other reasons for 


acquiring dental insurance, if it's avail- 
able to you: The Consumer Price Index 
shows that since 1965 dentists' fees have 
increased 41 per cent, and the cost of an 
amalgam filling 44 per cent.

With a good first quarter under its 


belt, the economy has made a long stride 
toward the, better state of health widely 
predicted at th> start of this year, says 
the Federal Reserve Bank of Chicago in 
its monthly review, "Business Condi- 
tions." 


A $100 billion increase in total spending 


for 1972 and a gain of 5 or 6 per cent in 
real output — the strongest rise since 
1966 — now appear as realizable objec- 
tives, the bank says. 


A further rise in employment should 


accompany these developments, says the 
bank. From August to March of this 
year, nonfann payroll, employment in- 
creased by 1.4 million, whereas in the 
previous six months employment had in- 
creased duly 150,000. 


Although the unemployment rate re- 


mained near the 6 per cent level in the 


first quarter as additional workers en- 
tered the job market, average work- 
weeks have increased moderately in re- 
cent months, layoffs have declined, and 
new 'hires have increased.

Financial planners don't close up shop 


at'sundown. They are night workers, ac- 
cording to W. Scane Bowler, chairman 
and chief executive officer of the Pioneer 
Western Corp. 
' 


Noting that financial planning is a fam- 


ily affair, Bowler said a recent survey of 
his firm's sales force indicates that al- 
most 70 per cent of the interviews are 
conducted with the husband and wife to- 
gether. 


Pioneer Western is a national financial 


services organization whose principal 
subsidiaries are Western Reserve Life 
Assurance Co. and the management 
company for the Boston-based Pioneer 
family of mutual funds. 


The survey of our field force discloses 


that more than 66 per cent of their inter- 
views take place in the evening, Bowler 
reports, and that at 69 per cent of their 
interviews, both husband wife are pre- 
sent. 


HE POINTS out that an evening ses- 


sion in the client's home is generally in a 
more relaxed atmosphere than in a for- 
mal business office. And that it gives the 
representative more time to make his 
presentation and answer questions — un- 
hurried by daytime deadlines. 


The survey shows that about 16 per 


cent of the company's interviews take 
place In the client's office; 12 per cent in 
the representatives' offices; and six per 


cent in restaurants or elsewhere, Bowler 
notes. Only 22 per cent are with the hus- 
band alone and a mere 2 per cent with 
the wife alone. 


Bowler said "About 70 per cent of 


households covered in an industry survey 
did not know about mutual funds, and 
only 15 per cent of these households had 
been approached by a salesman."

Fox River Pollution Leads 
To Cancerous Tumors: Study 


The polluted waters of the Fox River, 


between McHenry and Ottawa, may be 
causing significant Incidence of cancer- 
ous tumors In Ash and possibly in hu- 
mans, according to a team of Chicago- 
bawd researchers. 


At the American Cancer Research As- 


sociation's national convention held 
recently in Boston, investigators reported 
finding 40 types of tumors in fish caught 
in the Fox River during the pa>t year. 


Investigators added that without ex- 


ception organic compounds in the water- 
shed "exceed the minimum state stan- 
dards by more than 100 per cent." 


The team described the Fox River as a 


"highly polluted watershed bordering at 
times on the appearance of an open sew- 
er." 


la their study they compared the Fox 


River and ito tributaries to a similar con- 
trol watershed in the Lake of the Wood. 
area of Western Ontario. They tested 
each watershed for minerals and organ- 
ic* and attempted to correlate the find- 
ings to tumor Incidence In the fish com- 
mon to both waters. 


RESULTS or the investigation con- 


eluded that up to 18 per cent of the flah 
caught in the Fox River had tumors at 


compared to about 1 per cent in the Ca- 
nadian waters. 


An analysis of water samples taken 


from the two areas, showed unsafe 
amounts in the Fox River water but not 
in the Canadian waters. The river was 
found to be contaminated with unusually 
high fecal materials, cancer-producing 
compounds, 
herbicides, insecticides, 


phosphates, nitrates, gasoline, ether and 
similar compounds. 


The investigators pointed out that ap- 


proximately 860,000 people live along the 
river "and in summer it is estimated 
that more than 1.5 million use its water 
for fishing, drinking and recreation. 


They conclude that while no definite 


proof of the cause of the high number of 
fish tumors can be made, the fact that 
pollutants were not found in the Cana- 
dian water might wen suggest carcino- 
genic (cancer producing) actions" by the 
chemical! in Uw Fox River.

William J. Scott said he soon will issue 
an opinion on the,validity of the con- 
stitutional question Juckett raised. 


Florida's attorney general already has 


said he thinks a .similar provision to 
Florida's charter is unconstitutional be- 
cause it adds a standard no state may 
impose.

Obese Of ten Abused 


The Fat Have A Friend In Dr. Mann 


by PATRICIA McCORMACK 


NEW YORK (UPI) -Fat is good and 


misunderstood if one is to place credence 
in Hippocrates' Aphorlam 35. To wit: 


"In all maladie*, thoae who are fat 


about tha belly do best. It is bad to be 
very thin and wasted there." 


Dr. George V. Mann, cites the aphor- 


ism in a report titled "Obesity, the Nutri- 
tional Spook." He sympathizes with con- 
temporary men and women plagued by 
experts, professional and otherwise, who 
view obesity as a moral issue. 


"These people take the old-fashioned 


medical position which presumed that 
patients were sick because of their sins," 
says the associate professor in the de- 
partments of biochemistry and medicine, 
Vanderbilt University School of Medi- 
cine, Nashville, Term. 


"THERE ARE ONLY a few of these 


'immoral' diseases left in medicine — 
obesity, alcoholism, venereal disease and 
infectious mononucleosis." 


The last has been called the kissing 


sickness. Case studies have linked neck- 
ing with transmission of the ailment. 


Dr. Mann, also a career investigator ot 


the National Health and Lung Institute, 
in his report published in the American' 
Journal of Public Health, says preach- 
ments over fat drive people into hands of 
quacks and frauds. '

He reminds that obesity has some uses 


that are often forgotten. These include: 
notation,'flirtation, starvation and in- 
sulation. 


Yea. Fat helps to keep one afloat, helps 


to keep one alive during periods of star- 
vation (as when no food is available and 
one lives off one's fat, stored calories), 
helps insulate in cold weather and, where 
placed hi certain ways on a female, 
leads to flirtation. 


DR. MANN, who maintains that the 


obese often are abused, says the world 
would be healthier and happier probably 
if science and other forces in society 
would stop adulating the lean. 


He would like to see a return to olden 


times when "fatness was good and desir- 
able." . 
' v 
"It wore a white,hat, while leanness 


war evil and mean and wore a black 
hat," he said. The .transformation to 
"lean is good" has taken place especially 
during the last 50 years. 


Dr. Mann also has old-fashioned views 


of the proper management of obesity: 
physical activity. 


"We rarely see obesity in cultures 


where physical work is necessary," he 
says.

"Our only effective treatment, whether 


preventative or curative, is physical ac- 
tivity."

Dozed, Shooting 
Incident Ended

"The suspect in believed to be a red 


pickup truck and should be considered 
armed and dangerous..." 


The police radio operator's broadcast 


crackled through the sultry Friday morn- 
ing air, notifying Cook County Sheriff's 
Police of a shotgun shooting in the Deer 
Grove Forest Preserve. 


For nearly two hours, Cook County and 


Rolling Meadows police squad cars fol- 
lowed the progress of the red truck 
southward to a small frame house in 
Rolling Meadows, where Richard Salinas 
eventually was arrested. 


Salinas had come to the home of P. T. 


Walking, 9211 Fulle St., as part of a 
three-man crew of a blacktop company, 
which had been hired to resurface the 
driveway in front of the Watkins house. 


The police were waiting near the house 


tor the arrival of a third county squad 
car. After it got there, they planned to 
move in and make their arrest. 


Then police observed Salinas and a fel- 


low worker, who was not charged, mount 
a yellow construction tractor parked 
near the driveway and bead west down 
Fulle Street. 


ROLLING MEADOWS Patrolman John 


Drexea drove his squad car east on Fulle 
back out to Centra] Road, where he 
turned west and sped to Jay Street. 


Drezen positioned his car at the inter- 


section of Jay and Fulle streets, blocking 
the suspect's escape route. 


County and Rolling Meadows squad 


cars closed in immediately behind the 
tractor. With drawn pistols, they ordered 
Salinas and the second man off the trac- 
tor. Both men were told to lie face down 
on the grass, where Salinas was quickly 
handcuffed, 


The arrest had been planned and exe- 


cuted with precision. 


Police searched the pickup truck and 


the area around the Watkins house look- 
ing for the sawed-off shotgun Salinas al- 
legedly used in the shooting. They did 
not find it. 


COOK COUNTY Sheriff's Police later 


recovered the weapon at Salinas' house 
in Palatine Township. 


The movements of five squad cars on 


the usually quiet residential street drew 
curious residents to their windows and 
front doorways. But there wasn't riuch 
action to be seen. 


Salinas did not struggle • when taken 


into custody and not a shot was fired. 


On the other side of Fulle Street,.an 


elderly man sat on a lawn chair in front 
of his house enjoying the warm afternoon 
sun and looking as if nothing had hap- 
pened. 


COOK COUNTY AND ROLLING MEADOWS police 
handcuff Richard Salinas, 26, in Rolling Meadow* two hours, 
after h* allegedly fired a shotgun at a man in the Deer 
Grove Forest Preserve north of Palatine. Salinas and the 
man on the ground, a fellow workman who was not charged, 
had been ordered off a small construction tractor along 
Fulle Street where they had gone to resurface a driveway. 
Salinas allegedly shot 24-year-old Jose Lope* of Chicago 
after he discovered him in a car with hit wife, Pauline Sa- 
linas. He has been charged with attempted murder.

Elk Grove Village's proposed com- 


prehensive zoning ordinance is now being 
reviewed by village developers and ma- 
jor builder* prior to its expected passage 
later this spring 


Village Mgr. Chariea Willis said Friday 


that copies of the document, as revised 
by the village board, have been sent to 
developers, builders and the Association 


• of Industry and Commerce for sugges- 
tions or recommendation*. 


"All these parties have displayed an 


interest in the ordinance from the begin- 
ning and provided comments along the 
way," Willis said. 


Comments from the developers and' 


builders are to be sent back to the vil- 
lage by May 33, he said. The board will 
consider any recommendations made be- 
fore expected approval of the ordinance 
late this month or next month. 


THE COMPREHENSIVE zoning ordi- 


nance, under study by the village for 
three years, is designed as a com- 
prehensive amendment to present zoning 
ordinances. 


The purpose of the ordinance, accord- 


ing to an introductory section, is "to in- 
sure that adequate light, clean air and 
safety from fire... may be secured," to 
conserve the taxable value of land and 
buikttngs; to lessen or avoid congestion 


in public streets; to lessee or avoid "haz- 
ard to persons and damage'to'property 
resulting from accumulation'or runoff of 
storm or flood waters;" and to promote 
the public health, safely, comfort, mor- 
als and welfare. . 


As now written, -the ordinance Includes 


a controversial- provision prohibiting 
home business occupations in the vil- 
lage. The ban, objected to by a number 
of village residents, extends to any "ren- 
dering of a service... on the'premises" 
of ^residential unit. 


Also included in the ordinance Is a^pro- 


hibition against parking commercial-or 
recreational vehicles on residential prop- 
erty. The prohibition extends only to ve- 
hicles which are parked as to extend 
over the sidewalk. 


The ordinance contains no restrictions 


against' parking vehicles in the back 
yards of homes, as had been considered.

State Taxing 


The. Elk Grove Village Board of 


Trustees opposes "the high charges? lev- 
ied by the state for collection of the sales 
tax, does not favor continuation of the 
sales tax on food and drugs .and opposes 
taxation of local government bonds. 


Those were the positions taken last 


week by the board while discussing three 
resolutions recommended for approval 
by Village Mgr. Charles Willis and Fi- 
nance Director George Coney. The pro- 
posed resolutions have been adopted by 
the Illinois Municipal Finance Officers 
Association. 


The board approved a recommended 


resolution requesting a SO per cent reduc- 
tion in the state's charge for collection of 
the sales tax. The state currently 
charges a 4 per cent administrative fee 
for collection of the tax, a fee which cost 
the village $44,669 last year. 


The board, however, defeated by a 5-1 


vote a resolution supporting the contin- 
uation of the sales tax on food and drugs 
The board then referred discussion of al- 
ternate resolutions to the judicial, plan- 
ning and zoning committee. 


The board approved a third resolution, 


opposing taxation of local government 
bonds. There has been a "continuous 
movement afoot" to remove the exempt 
status of bonds, Willis said, a move 
which would force the village to pay 
more to borrow money.

"I did not reorder recycled paper for 


the district's use next teaching term," he 
said.

Wilson said instead he Bordered 40,800 


packages of traditional construction pa"' 
per for the district's use in the. coming 
1972-1973 school year. 


"I was afraid of recycled paper this 


year and because of last year's dis- 
illusionment with its performance did not 
even seek bids for it," said Wilson. 


The art director added that the cut- 


and-draw "Ecology" paper, as it is 
called, was ordered last teaching year 
because it'was 2 cents cheaper per pack- 
age than regular paper. This-year" one of 
the bidders for the regular paper did in- 
clude a bid for ecology paper and it was 
a penny more expensive per package 
than the other paper, said Wilson. 


"However, even if it had been cheaper 


than the regular paper this year I would 
no,t have .reordered ,due' to complaints 
from principals and my art teachers," • 
said Wilson.. 
> 


WILSON SAID the ecology paper-had 


flecks of color in it, a white core that 
showed when ripped and .was not uniform 
in texture or color. True color'is impor- 
tant in art projects, said Wilson, adding 
that color value on a junior high school 
level was difficult to teach when colors 
did not run true. 


He complained of the ecology paper's 


brittleness and said it did not fold or 
bend well but split when used.

Contract Talks Hit Standstill

Was Band Trip 
Idea For Kids?

Will the Wheeling High School Band 


make a trip to Germany this summer or 
won't it: 
. 


That is a question band parents will 


have to answer at a meeting of the 
Wheeling Instrumental League Wednes- 
day at 8 p.m. 


The parents and organizers of the trip 


have been working hard to raise the 
f 140,000 necessary to make the two-week 
tour. They have enough money to make 
a second payment, due May 15. But ac- 
cording to officials, the outlook is dim for 
raising approximately $70,000 more be- 
fore a June 30 deadline. 


The only way the money can be raised, 


as it appears now, Is If someone decides 
to pay the entire bill for the trip, which 
at this late date seems unlikely, or If the 
parents decide to pay for the entire trip 
themselves. 


TOM SHIRLEY, principal of Wheeling 


High School, has sent each band parent a 
letter explaining the financial situation of 
the trip, again explaining the decision is 
theirs to make. 


According to Shirley's letter, 132 band 


families have already donated a total of 
$13,260. This does not include any money 
donated by parents at pancake break- 
fasts, car washes and other fund-raising 
events, when the same faces have been 
seen again and again. 


Non-parent contributions at this point 


total 127,016, with another $10,000 pledged 
by W. Clement Stone and $1,000 by the 
Wheeling Chamber of Commerce. Shir- 
ley's letter also states that the most non- 
parent support that could possible come 
is $8,000. 


Therefore, the only way the students 


are going to make the trip overseas is if 
165 band families divide up approximate- 
ly $55,696, That works out to roughly $435 
per family unit, which must be paid no 
later than June 15, if the parents decide 
to go ahead with the trip. 


IN HIS LETTER to the parents, Shir- 


ley gives the parents four other alterna- 
tives, to which they have been asked to 
respond. 


They are: 
—To participate even though they are 


not able to contribute the full amount of 
$435 but feel they can contribute some- 
thing. 


—To participate although unable to 


provide any financial assistance. 


—Not to participate. 
—To contribute an additional amount 


to help the cause. 


Shirley asked the parents to send him 


their opinions, in strict confidence, by to- 
day. He added that this is the only way 
an intelligent decision could be made 
about future plans for the trip. 


SHIRLEY'S 
ATTEMPTS 
are 
well- 


founded, and the parents should meet 
them with a full return of opinions. 


It is easy for everyone to jump on the 


"bandwagon" when everything is going 
smoothly, but not so easy when things 
are tough. 


Many of the parents have worked hard 


and long to keep the Wheeling band trip 
alive. And, undoubtedly, many will be in 
favor of paying the $435. But is it worth 
it? 


No one can honestly answer that but 


the parents. 


They have been told how the trip will 


be educational for their children and 
bring honor to Wheeling, the State of Illi- 
nois and the United States. 


They have also, from many reports, 


been told that the1 travel agency and the 
organizers of the trip will get 10 per cent 
of the gross profits, which in the case of 
Wheeling High School is close to $13,000. 


For all 14 bands expected to make the 


tour the gross profits will be close to 
$100,000. 


THE PARENTS ALSO have been told 


that there is no connection 'between the 
travel agency and the National Educa- 
tional Scholarship foundation, sponsors of 
the tour. At the present time there is ho 
connection. 


However, when the trip was organized, 


and until the end of last month, a Chi- 
cago industrialist was both the owner of 
the travel agency and one of the found- 
ers of NESF. According to the industrial- 
ist, he sold his stock in the travel agency 
at the end of last month. 


This earlier connection, though now 


defunct, leads to another question for the 
parents at the Wednesday night meeting: 


Was the trip solely designed to be 


educational and bring honor, or was it 
designed to help raise money for a travel 
agency? If education and honor are the 
primary goals, why hasn't the profit 
margin been cut to a minimum?

Wheel Glider Can Really Fly-y-y-y...

With a kiss from his wife and a hearty 


swig of-cola, science teacher, jGeorge 
Mangel' climbed into his 1890-style glider 
to disprove the old adage, "If God had 
meant for man to fly, He'd have given 
him wings." 


Standing by impatiently, were 800 


Holmes Junior,High School,students,.in- 
cluding the 18 eighth graders in Mangel's 
class who built the engineless plane. 


Tension mounted as Mangel carefully 


tested the rope running to the red sports- 
car that was to lift him and the plane 
into the air. 


Everything ready, five boys lifted the 


glider to run with it until the craft be- 
came airborne. The car revved its engine 


and started up, followed by the boys and 
the plane. 


Suddenly the rope launching the glider 


snapped as the car picked up speed. ' 


After a short intermission to find a 


heavier rope, everything was' "go" for a 
second try. 


This time the glider, named the 


"Hawk," swooped.* off' the ground and 
rose some 50 feet on its maiden flight. 


THEN IT HAPPENED. Caught by a 


draft, the plane, almost vertical, stalled 
in mid-air and plunged to the ground. 


Shaken, Mangel said later he was dis- 


appointed the flight couldn't have lasted 
longer but promised "the Hawk will be 
repaired and we will fly it again." 


Earlier in the day some of the boys in 


Mangel's class gave the plane a test by 
running down a hill to the east of the 
school in Mount Prospect. 


"The t- plane' really flies," exclaimed- 


one of the students, while another said 
self-assuredly, "I knew^it would." 


Watching the tests, Mangel said he had 


no doubt that the machine could fly. 
Mangel said he got the glider's blue- 
prints from another teacher in Califor- 
nia, where gliders are the current rage. 


MANGEL, who is' a licensed com- 


mercial pilot, said however that it was 
his first experience in steering a glider. 


He said the, biggest factor in flying 


gliders is the wind. He said the plane 
takes off at 15 miles per hour, however a 
wind of even 10 miles an hour could 
make steering difficult. 


"It's the type of machine you wouldn't 


want to take up in weather conditions 
where you can't control it," he said. 


"Controlling the plane is simply by 


body weight, Mangel said before the 
flight.

"Steering the glider is easy," Evan 


Wehunt, one of the plane's builders, said. 
"If you want to go to the left, you lean to 
the left; if you want to go to the right, 
you lean to the right." 


Mangel added that if the pilot wanted 


to angle up, he shifted his weight back.

Mrs. Salinas and Raymond Lopez were 


injured in the crash but have been re- 
leased from Northwest Community Hos- 
pital. Raymond Lopez! 18, was charged 
by Arlington Heights police with running 
a stop sign. 


THE SHOOTING, which police said 


was a single shotgun blase occurred af- 
ter an argument between Jose Lopez, 
Mrs..Saunas and her husband. Raymond 
Lopez, ,who had driven to the forest pre- 
serve with his brother and Mrs. Salinas, 
was walking in the woods .during; the 
shooting, police said. . 


Police report that Salinas threatened 


Lopez with the shutgun and > Lopez fled 
toward the woods.

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Park Board 
Wants Land 
Donation Law 


Buffalo Grove Park District commis- 


sioners told the village board Thursday 
they would like to see the village adopt a 
land or cash donation ordinance for local 
builders, similar to the Naperville ordi- 
nance. 


At a special meeting with the park dis- 


trict, board members asked what should 
be incorporated in such an ordinance 
from a recreation point of view. 


Park commissioners said they agreed 


with moat of the standards set up in a 
proposed ordinance drawn up by the vil- 
lage, with the exception of the amount of 
required land donations for recreation. 
William Kiddle, park district president, 
said he could see a proposed ratio of 5 5 
acres per $1,000 persons (adopted from 
the Naperville Ordinance) raised to 7-10 
acres. 


The proposed village ordinance makes 


provision for both parks and schools, 
with adjoining facilities receiving special 
attention. Any private recreational areas 
provided by developers would be credit- 
ed toward what they would be required 
to' turn over to the park district or 
school*. 


IF A LAND donation would not be fea- 


sible, such as in a small project, the 
builder would then be required to provide 
a sum of money equal to the value of the 


land he would have had to give. 


Village Pres. Gary Armstrong asked 


the commissioners for specific recom- 
mendations so an ordinance satisfactory 
to all could be proposed. When Kiddle 
asked how the village would implement 
the ordinance in relation to the parks, 
Armstrong said, "The ordinance is what 
we follow. If it says $1,000 per unit, that's 
what they'll pay. We can, of course, 
make some exceptions, but we want to 
make something people can believe in." 


Park Director Stan Crosland suggested 


the Naperville ordinance be used as a 
plan instead of an ordinance. As a plan, 
"It could create a greater sense of effi- 
ciency and community involvement," he 
said. He added that In Naperville the 
school and park districts are the first to 
see developers' plans, a situation he 
doesn't think exists now in Buffalo 
Grove. 


Much of the meeting was taken up with 


discussions over how much of a land do- 
nation requirement would be fair, and 
how cash in lieu of land would be calcu- 
lated. Trustees plan to use the informa- 
tion from the park district, along with 
developers' ideas and school district 
ideas, to formulate an ordinance, if it is 
deemed necessary.

Contract Talks Hit Standstill

Contract talks between the Elementary 


Dist 21 Board of Education and the 
Wheeling Faculty Council are at a stand- 
still for the fifth time in eight meetings. 


Entering what was expected to be final 


meeting on the procedural section of the 
contract, the council turned down three 
of the board's four counter proposals. 


It accepted the board's proposal on 


binding arbitration in grievance proce- 
dures, but would go no further on other 
times. 


The council feels it cannot agree on a

Nor 
does it feel it can accept the board's pro- 
posed contract without fact-finding as 
part of the impasse procedure. 


The council also feels that before it 


signs a multi-year agreement on the 
procedural section- it must have the as- 
surance that the "strike clause" in that 
section can be reopened yearly. 


THE SCOPE problem is not a new one 


to the talks, but indications at an earlier 
meeting were that it would be settled 
with a policy statement from the board.

The board of education of High School 


Dist. 214 will be asked to adopt the edu- 
cation (fund operating budget for the 1972- 
73 school year at its meeting today.

Idea For Kids?

Will the Whaling High School Band 


make a trip to Germany this summer or 
won't It: 


That is a question band parents will 


have to answer at a meeting of the 
Wheeling Instrumental League Wednes- 
day at 8 p.m. 


The parents and organizers of the trip 


have bean working hard to raise the 
9140,000 necessary to make the two-week 
tour. They have enough money to make 
a second payment, due May is. But ac- 
cording to officials, the outlook is dim for 
raising approximately #0,000 more be- 
fore a June 30 deadline. 


The only way the money can be raised, 


as it appears now, is if someone decides 
to pay the entire bill for the trip, which 
at this late date seems unlikely, or if the 
parents decide to pay for the entire trip 
themselves. 


TOM SHIRLEY, principal of Wheeling 


High School, has sent each band parent a 
letter explaining the financial situation of 
the trip, again explaining the decision is 
theirs to make. 


According to Shirley's letter, 132 band 


families have already donated a total of 
$12,250. This does not include any money 
donated by parents at pancake break- 
fasts, car washes and other fund-raising 
events, when the same faces have been 
seen again and again. 


Non-parent contributions at this point 


total 127,016, with another 910,000 pledged 
by W. Clement Stone and 91,000 by the 
Wheeling Chamber of Commerce. Shir- 
ley's letter also states that the most non- 
parent support that could possible come 
is 18,000. 


Therefore, the only way the students 


are going to make the trip overseas is if 
165 band families divide up approximate- 
ly 935,696. That works out to roughly 9435 
per family unit, which must be paid no 
later than June IS, If the parents decide 
to go ahead with the trip. 


IN HIS LETTER to the parents, Shir- 


ley gives the parents four other alterna- 
tives, to which they have been asktd to 
respond. 


They are: 
—To participate even though they are 


not able to contribute the full amount of 
9433 but feel they can contribute some- 
thing. 


—To participate although unable to 


provide any financial assistance. 


—Not to participate. 
—To contribute an additional amount 


to help the cause. 


Shirley asked the parents to send him 


their opinions, in strict confidence, by to- 
day. He added that this is the only way 
an intelligent decision could be made 
about future plans for the trip. 


SHIRLEY'S ATTEMPTS are 
well- 


founded, and the parents should meet 
them with a full return of opinions. 


It is easy for everyone to jump on the 


"bandwagon" when everything is going 
smoothly, but'not so easy when things 
are tough. 


Many of the parents have worked hard 


and long to keep tho Wheeling band trip 
alive. And, undoubtedly, many will be in 
favor of paying the 9435. 'But is it worth 
it? 


No one can honestly answer that but 


the parents. 


They have been told how the trip will 


be educational for their children and 
bring honor to Wheeling, the State of Illi- 
nois and the United States. 


They have also, from many reports, 


been told that the travel agency and the 
organizers of the trip will get 10 per cent 
of the gross profits, which in the case of 
Wheeling High School is close to 913,000. 


For all 14 bands expected to make the 


tour the gross profits will be close to 
9100,000. 


THE PARENTS ALSO have been told 


that there is no connection between the 
travel agency and the National Educa- 
tional Scholarship foundation, sponsors of 
the tour. At the'present time there is no 
connection. 


However, when the trip was organized, 


and until the end of last 'month, a Chi- 
cago industrialist was both the owner of 
the travel agency and one of the found- 
ers of NESF. According to the industrial- 
ist, he sold his stock in the travel agency 
at the end of last month. 


This earlier connection, though now 


defunct, leads to another question for the 
parents at the Wednesday night meeting: 


Was the trip solely designed to be 


educational and bring honor, or was it 
designed to help raise money for a travel 
agency? If education and honor are the 
primary goals, why hasn't the profit 
margin been cut to a minimum?

Wheel Glider Can Really Fly-y-y-y...

With a kiss from his wife and a hearty 


swig of cola, science teacher George 
Mangel climbed into his 1890-style glider 
to disprove the old adage, "If God had 
meant for man to fly, He'd have given 
him wings." 


Standing by impatiently were 800 


Holmes Junior High School students, in- 
cluding the 18 eighth graders in Mangel's 
class who built the engineless plane. 


'Tension mounted as Mangel carefully 
tested, the rope running to the red sports- 
car that was to lift him and the plane 
into the air. 


Everything ready, five boys lifted the 


glider to run with it until the craft be- 
came airborne. The car revved its engine 


and started up, followed by the boys and 
the plane. 


Suddenly the rope launching the glider 


snapped as the car picked up speed. 


After a short intermission to find a 


heavier rope, everything was "go" for a 
second try. 


This time the glider, named the 


"Hawk," swooped, off'the ground arid 
rose some 50 feet on its maiden flight. 


THEN IT HAPPENED. Caught by a 


draft, the plane, almost vertical, stalled 
in mid-air and plunged to the ground. 


Shaken, Mangel said later he was dis- 


appointed the flight couldn't have lasted 
longer but promised "the Hawk will be 
repaired and we will fly it again." 


Earlier in the day some of the boys in 


Mangel's class gave the plane a test by 
running down a hill to the east of the 
school in Mount Prospect. 


"The, plane really' flies," exclaimed 


one of the students, while another said 
self-assuredly, "I knew it would." 
. Watching the tests, Mangel said he had 
no doubt that the machine could fly. 
Mangel said he got the glider's blue- 
prints from another 'teacher in Califor- 
nia, where gliders are the current rage. 


MANGEL, who is a licensed com- 


mercial pilot, said however that it was 
his first experience in steering a glider. 


He said the biggest factor in flying 


gliders is the wind. He said the plane 
takes off at 15 miles per hour, however a 
wind of even 10 miles an hour could 
make steering difficult. 


"It's the type of machine you wouldn't 


want to take up in weather conditions 
where you can't control it," he said. 


"Controlling the plane is simply by 


body weight, Mangel said before the 
flight. 


"Steering the glider is easy," Evan 


Wehunt, one of the plane's builders, said. 
"If you want to, go to the left, you lean to 
the left; if you want to go to the right, 
you lean to the right." 


Mangel added that if the pilot wanted 


to angle up, he shifted his weight back.

Placement Day Draws 75 Candidates

Getting the best teachers and being 


fair to all applicants are the two main 
objectives of a new teacher recruitment 
process in Palatine-Rolling Meadows 
Elementary Dist. IS. 


Approximately 79 prospective teachers 


were Interviewed on Friday at Marion 
Jordan School in Palatine by the 16 ele- 
mentary principals. This was the first of 
two placement days for elementary, 
teachers, This Friday another 75 appli- 
cants for elementary teaching positions 
will be interviewed at a placement day 
at Hunting Ridge School in Palatine. 


Applicants for Junior high school posi- 


'tions were invited to a placement day 
last April 28 at Plum Grove School in 
Rolling Meadows. 


The applicants were all screened prior 


to the placement days and only the best 
were Invited back. 


First the applicants were screened on 


the basis of letters they wrote asking for 
applications. An estimated 3,000 requests 
for application* were made out but only 
about 2,000 sent out. 


Paul Jung, director of personnel, said 


that photocopies and dittoed letters were 
Ignored because if a person was really 
interested they should take the trouble to 
write a personal letter. Also ignored 
were illegible letters, In mid-March the 
district stopped sending applications ex- 
cept to persons in areas that are hard to 
tin. 


TO DATE, approximately 1,200. appli- 


cations have been returned. The appli- 
cations have been screened and only can- 
didates who appeared to be good poten- 
tials were Invited for an interview. 


Jung already has interviewed an esti- 


mated 280 candidates for about an hour 


each. During the interviews hell give 
them a hypothetical classroom situation 
and ask them how they would handle It, 
find out a little about their educational 
philosophy, goals, and objectives and 
Just try to get a feeling of what they 
would like as a teacher. 


Candidates who Jung feels are good po- 


tential teachers are then invited to the 
placement days so each principal 'can 
make his own evaluation and have a 
larger voice In the hiring. 
• 


"They axe all good candidates or they 


wouldn't be here," said Robert Della- 
maria, principal of Jane Addams School 
in Palatine. "What we are really doing is 
asking them to sell themselves." 


Each candidate spent about five min- 


utes with each of the principals. During 
this period the principals were able to 
find out a little about the applicant and 
the applicant learned a little about each 
school. 


A folder with the applicant's resume, 


transcript, student teaching information 
and recommendations followed each ap- 
plicant; The principals indicated on the 
folder whether they had seen the appli- 
cant and also rated each applicant.; 


ON THE BASIS of the brief interviews 


each principal will Invite some of the ap- 
plicants they are really interested in 
back to their school for more extensive 
interviews. So* principals indicated, they 
would be involving their entire staffs in 
the final interview process because all of 
the candidates are well qualified so per- 
sonality and ability to get along with oth- 
ers has to play a major role. 


By 10 a.m. most of the principals had 


already listed three or four applicants 
they would like to invite to the school. 


AD of the principals Indicated they 


thought the new recruitment process was 
A good ideav ;The .applicants also in- 
dicated ,tbey .liked the process much 
more than some of the interviews they 
had gone to in other districts. 


In the past, applicants were inter- 


viewed by a couple of principals and ad- 
ministrators on their campus. The. inter- 
viewing process was not as extensive and 
also, some candidates not really inter- 
ested in Dist." 16 went through the inter- 
viewing process just for the experience, 
eliminating the time available for good 
candidates interested in Dist. is. 


'.IT. IS NICE TO be able to talk to all 


of the different principals rather than- 
Just be a name oi( some one's files," said 
applicant Kathy Hammer. "It is really 
more fair because sometimes you don't 
hit ,it off weU with one person but this 
way you get~a chance with more than 
just one person." 
. 


"I feel much more relaxed because I 


am 'not under so much pressure being 
with each principal for only five or ten 
minutes," said Kriss DeSario of North- 
western Illinois University. 


"As my first experience, it's really an 


experience," said Penny Mikusch of 
Western Illinois University. "I feel a 
little drained out now. The questions 
weren't,repetitious. Each principal was 
really a new experience."

. Some of the other candidates disagreed 


, and felt the process was somewhat repe- 
titious but still a good idea. 


; No actual hiring will be done until af- 
ter the placement days. Last year 78 new 
teachers were hired. This year Jung is 
only expecting about 30 vacancies on the 
teaching staff of 570.

Richard Salinas, 26, of 805 W. Dundee 


ltd., in Palatine Township, was subdued 
by Cook County Sheriff's Police at noon 
Friday in Rolling Meadows, two hours 
after he reportedly fired '30 shotgun pel- 
lets into the back, head and shoulders of 
Jose Lopez, 24, of Chicago. 


Lopez's condition "is not critical," ac- 


cording to spokesman at Northwest Com- 
munity Hospital in Arlington Heights, 
where he is hospitalized. 


According to police, Lopez and Mrs. 


Paulina Salinas, 24, were "sitting in the 
car talking" at the forest preserve, when 
Salinas found them. He took a shotgun 
from * red pickup truck, police said, and 
, shot Lopez as he fled toward the woods. 


AS LOPEZ WAS being transported to 


the hospital in a car driven by his broth- 
er Raymond, it collided with one driven 
by an Arlington Heights couple at Euclid 
Avenue and Wilke Road. Mr. and Mrs. 


Anthony Abel, 1242N. Chestnut, both 
were hospitalized with head injuries. 


Mrs. Salinas and Raymond Lopez were 


injured in the crash but have been re- 
leased from Northwest Community Hos- 
pital. Raymond Lopez, 18, was charged 
by Arlington Heights police with running 
a stop sign. 


THE SHOOTING, which police said 


was a single shotgun blase occurred af- 
ter an argument between Jose Lopez, 
Mrs. Salinas and her husband. Raymond 
Lopez, who had driven to the forest pre- 
serve with his brother and Mrs. Salinas, 
was walking in the woods during the 
shooting, police said. 


Police report that Salinas threatened 


Lopez with the shutgun and Lopez, fled 
toward the woods. He was shot on the 
circular driveway, leaving a /blood stain 
and slight trail of blood behind. 


After the shooting, Lopez ran into the 


wooded area, where Mrs. Salinas and the 
victim's brother found him after Salinas 
had gone. 


They helped him into the car and start- 


ed toward Northwest Community Hospi- 
tal and were about a mile from the hos- 


pital before the crash. 


A sheriff's policeman said he was 


about a block away when the accident 
occurred. He said he then transported 
the injured persons to the hospital.

AFTER SHERIFF'S police were noti- 


fied of the shooting, they began a search 
for Salinas through several area commu- 
nities. 


They searched Salinas' home, located 


just south' of the foresf preserve, but 
were told that he may have gone to work 
at a local blacktop company. 


Police learned that the firm had con- 


tracted a driveway job at 2211 Fulle, 
Rolling Meadows, and found Salinas 
driving a backhoe tractor there. 


Sheriff's police cordoned the area with 


assistance from Rolling Meadows police, 
forced Salinas off the tractor and made 
the arrest. 


The shotgun, reportedly, used in the 


shooting was found later at Salinas 
home, police said.

Placement Day Draws 75 Candidates 


by JOANNE VAN WYE 


Getting the best teachers and being 


fair to an applicants are the two main 
objectives of a new teacher recruitment 
process in Palatine-Rolling Meadows 
Elementary Dist. 15. 


Approximately 75 prospective teachers 


were interviewed on Friday at Marion 
Jordan School in Palatine by the 16 ele- 
mentary principals. This was the first of 
two placement days for elementary 
teachers. This Friday another 75 appli- 
cants for elementary teaching positions 
will be interviewed at a placement day 
at Hunting Ridge School in Palatine. 


Applicants for junior high school posi- 


tion* were invited to a placement day 
last' April 28 at Plum Grove School in 
Rolling Meadows. 


The applicants wire all screened prior 


to the placement days and only the best 
were invited back. 


First the applicants were screened on 


the basis of letters they wrote asking for 
applications. An estimated 3,000 requests 
for applications were made out but only 
about 2,000 sent out. 


Paul Jung, director of personnel, said 


that photocopies and dittoed letters were 
ignored because if -a person was really, 
interested they should take the trouble to 
write a personal letter. Also Ignored 
were illegible letters. In mid-March the 
district stopped sending applications ex- 
cept to persons in areas that are hard to 
fill. 


TO DATE, approximately 1,200 appli- 


cations have been returned. The appli- 
cations have been screened and only can- 
didates who appeared to be good poten- 
tials were invited for an interview. 


Jung already has interviewed an esti- 


mated 280 candidates for about an hour 


each. During the interviews he'll give 
then -a hypothetical classroom situation 
and ask them how they would handle it, 
find out a little about their educational 
philosophy, goals, 'and objectives and 
.just try to get a feeling of what they 
would like as a teacher. 


Candidates who Jung feels are good po- 


tential teachers are then invited to the 
placement days so each principal can 
make his own evaluation and have a 
larger voice in the hiring. 


"They are all good candidates or they 


wouldn't be here," said Robert Della- 
maria, principal of Jane Addams School 
in Palatine. "What we are really doing is 
asking them to sell themselves." 


Each candidate spent about five min- 


utes with each of the principals. During 
this period the principals were able to 
find out a little about the applicant and 
the applicant learned a little about each 
school. 


A folder with the applicant's resume, 


transcript, student teaching information 
and recommendations followed each ap- 
plicant The principals indicated on the 
folder whether they had seen the appli- 
cant and also rated each applicant. 


ON THE BASIS of the brief interviews . 


each principal will invite some of the ap- 
plicants they are really interested in 
back to their school for more extensive 
interviews. Soe principals indicated they 
would be involving their entire staffs in 
the final interview process because all of 
the candidates are well qualified so per* 
sonality and ability to get along with oth- 
ers has to play a major role. 


By 10 a.m. most of the principals had 


already listed three or four applicants 
they would like to invite to the school. 


All of the principals indicated they 


thought the new recruitment process was 
a good Idea. The' applicants' also in? 
dicated they liked" the .process' much 
more than Some o'f the interviews they 
had gone to in other districts. 
, 


:In the .past;, applicants were inter- 
viewed by a couple of principals and ad- 
ministrators on their campus. The inter- 
viewing'process was not as extensive and 
also, some candidates' not really inter- 
ested in Dist. 15 went through the inter- 
viewing process just for the experience, 
eliminating the time available for good 
candidates interested in Dist. 15. 


"IT IS NICE TO. be able to talk to all 


of the different principals rather than 
just be a name on some one's files," said 
.applicant Kathy Hammer. "It is really 
more fair because sometimes you don't 
hit it off well with one person but this 
way you get a chance with more than 
just one person." 


"I feel much more relaxed, because I 


am not under so much pressure being 
with each principal for only five or ten 
minutes," said Kriss DeSario of North- 
western Illinois University. 


"As my first, experience, it's really an 


experience," said Penny Mikusch of 
Western Illinois University.,"! feel a 
little 'drained out now. The questions 
weren't,repetitious. Each principal was 
really a new experience." 
. Some of the other candidates disagreed 
and felt the process was somewhat repe- 
titious but still a good idea. 


No actual hiring will be done until af- 


ter the placement days. Last year 78 new 
teachers were hired This year Jung is 
-only expecting about 30 vacancies on the 
teaching staff of 570.

Last Arguments 
Will Be Today 


Attorneys for both sides in the Special 


Assessment '70 trial will present their 
closing arguments to the jury today. 


At first it bad been expected the case 


would be turned over to the jury Friday. 
But, unexpectedly lengthy cross-exam- 
inations of the village's real estate'ex- 
pert witness and disagreement over the 
nature of the instructions to the jury 
postponed any such action until today. 


About 110 property owners from the 


Hatlen Heights area of Mount Prospect 
are objecting to the amounts they ire 
being assessed by the village for a 
9634,060 storm sewer project that will al- 
leviate flooding in the area. A jury trial 
on the dispute began last Monday. 


Moat of the court proceedings Friday 


were taken up with critical cross-exam- 
ination of Jack Witaowsky, a real estate 
appraiser and consultant with 35 year's 
experience, who was called to the stand 
to testify for the village. 


WITAOWSKY SAID that is his opinion 


the fair market value of homes in the 
assessed area "would increase approxi- 
mately 5 per cent because of the sewer 
project. He estimated the price range of 
the homes in the Hatlen Heights area at 
134,500 to 941,000, and said installation of 
the proposed sewer system would mean 
the value of properties there would in- 
crease between 91700 and 92,000. 


Explaining the reason for his 5 per 


cent figure, Witaowsky said the area cur- 
rently has a reputation for flooding. 
Asked what the reputation does to the 
area, be said, "It suppresses the real es- 
tate market and makes the market very 
slow. Also, the houses tend to sell at a 
price below what they normally do." 


Under cross-examination that grew 


lengthy and sharp at times, Witaowsky 
admitted he had appraised only the 
homes of the objectors. He said that in 
no case did he enter any of the homes, 
but only examined them from the out- 
side. 


To this William Moore, an attorney for 


one group of objecting property owners, 
asked, "Didn't you assume the benefit 


without finding out what the facts were 
at all?" Witaowsky replied this was not 
true. 


MOORE maintained that some of the 


Mount Prospect properties being as- 
sessed were not associated with the Hat- 
len Heights area and thus would not even 
receive the benefit of having the flood 
stigma removed from them. 


Moore also made a motion to strike all 


of Witaowsky's testimony from 
the 


record. Moore contended the real estate 
witness had demonstrated little knowl- 
edge of the area and had assumed an 
across-the-board increase of 5 per cent 
on property values if the system were 
installed. 


Judge Helen McGillicuddy denied the 


motion to strike Witaowsky's testimony, 
a motion supported by the other attor- 
neys representing objectors. 


After some 20 minutes more of cross 


examination, James Traynor, another at- 
torney representing objectors, made a 
similar motion to have Witaowsky's testi- 
mony stricken from the record. Traynor 
maintained that Witaowsky had demon- 
strated "no knowledge of the area." Yet 
another attorney for the objectors, J. 
William Braithwaite, joined Traynor, 
saying Witaowsky's testimony was based 
on "wild hearsay." 


SUPPORTING THE motion was Ed- 


ward Finnegan, also an' attorney for a 
group of objectors. Said Finnegan, "We 
haven't heard his <Witaowsky's) opinion 
— just the name of some unnamed per~- 
soo from Nelson Realty Co. (Finnegan 
was referring to Witaowsky's statement 
on the stand that he had consulted the 
manager of Nelson Realty while making 
his appraisals.) 
/ 


Judge McGillicuddy denied the motion. 


A renewed objection by Finnegan that 
the project should not be considered a' 
local improvement was also denied by 
the judge. • 


A motion to drop assessments against 


eight property owners along Busse Road 
was taken, under advisement by the 
judge. 


Herz Has His Day In Court 


Victor P. Herz, of 211 Hatlen Ave., 


Mount Prospect, finally had his day in 
court. 


Herz is one of 110 property owners who 


was objecting to the amounts of their as- 
sessments for the Special Assessment '70 
storm sewer project. 


But Herz's case was somewhat differ- 


ent from that of his neighbors. According 
to last Tuesday's engineering testimony, 
the proposed underground 72-inch inter- 
ceptor sewer line would pass within four 
feet of his home's foundation. In addi- 
tion, the necessary easement and con- 
struction in his backyard would mean the 
removal of most of the trees, bushes and 
grass. 


A real estate official Wednesday testi- 


fied that Instead of Herz receiving any 
benefit from the proposed project, his 


home value actually would drop by 94,000 
because of the backyard work. 


HERZ, who bought his home in Decem- 


ber, 1969, testified Wednesday that the 
village offered him 9150 for the ease- 
ment. He added that the village's public 
works department told him no effort 
would be made to replace the trees, 
shrubbery or grass. 


Herz's yard was one of the places the 


jury visited when they made their bus 
trip to the assessed 'area on Wednesday. 


Under questioning, Herz revealed he 


had called the village's attorney, Ken- 
neth 0. Stoneselffer, to ask him about 
replacement planting and was told by the 
•lawyer that "he would have his day In 
court."

Love-Triangle Murder Try Charged 


by DOUG RAY 


An apparent jealous husband has been 


charged with attempted murder after he 
allegedly fired a shotgun blast into the 
back of another man at the Deer Grove 
Forest Preserve, north of Palatine. 


Richard Salinas, 26, of 805 W. Dundee 


Rd., in Palatine Township, was subdued 
by Cook County Sheriff's Police at noon 
Friday in Rolling Meadows, two hours 
after he reportedly fired 20 shotgun pel- 
lets into the back, head and shoulders of 
Jose Lopez, 24, of Chicago. 


Lopez's condition "is not critical," ac- 


cording to spokesman at Northwest Com- 
munity Hospital in Arlington Heights, 
where he is hospitalized. 


According to police, Lopez and Mrs. 


Paulina Salinas, 24, were "sitting in the 
ear talking" at the forest preserve, when 
Salinas found them. He took a shotgun 
from a red pickup truck, police said, and 
shot Lopez as he fled toward the woods. 


AS LOPEZ WAS being transported to 


the hospital in a car driven by his broth- 
er Raymond, it collided with one driven 
by an Arlington Heights couple at Euclid 
Avenue and Wllke Road. Mr. and Mrs. 
Anthony Abel, 1242N. Chestnut, both 
were hospitalized with head injuries. 


Mrs. Salinas and Raymond Lopez were 


injured in the crash but have been re- 
leased from Northwest Community Hos- 
pital. Raymond Lopez, 18, was charged 
by Arlington Heights police with running 
a stop sip. 


THE SHOOTING, which police said 


was a single shotgun blase occurred af- 
ter an argument between Jose Lopez, 
Mrs. Salinas and her husband. Raymond 
Lopez, who had driven to the forest pre- 
serve with his brother and Mrs. Salinas, 
was walking in the woods during the 
shooting, police said. 


Police report'that Salinas threatened 


Lopez with the shutgun and Lopez fled 
toward the woods. He was shot on the 
circular driveway, leaving a blood stain 
and slight trail of blood behind. 


After the shooting, Lopez ran into the 


wooded area, where Mrs. Salinas and the 
victim's brother found him after Salinas 
had gone. 


They helped him into'the car and start- 


ed toward Northwest Community Hospi- 
tal and were about a mile from the hos- 


pital before the crash. 


A sheriff's policeman said he was 


about a block away when the accident 
occurred. He said he then transported 
the injured persons to the hospital. 


AFTER SHERIFF'S police were noti- 


fied of the shooting, they began a search 
for Salinas through several area commu- 
nities. 


They searched Salinas' home, located 


just south of the forest preserve, but 
were told that he may have gone to work 


at a local blacktop company. 


Police learned that the firm had con- 


tracted a driveway job at 2211 Fulle, 
Rolling Meadows, and found. Salinas 
driving a backhoe tractor there. 


Sheriffs police cordoned the area with 


'assistance from Rolling Meadows police', 
forced Salinas off the tractor and made 
the arrest. 


The shotgun, reportedly used in the 


shooting was found. later at Salinas 
home, police said. 
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Contract Talk 
Hit Standstill

Contract talks between the Elementary 


Dist. 21 Board of Education and the 
Wheeling Faculty Council are at a stand- 
still for the fifth time in eight meetings. 


Entering what was expected to be final 


meeting on the procedural section of the 
contract, the council turned down'three 
of the board's four counter proposals. 


It accepted the board's proposal on 


binding arbitration in grievance proce- 
dures, bur would go no further on other 
times. 


The council feels it cannot agree on a 


policy statement from the board con- 
cerning the scope of the contract. Nor 
does it feel it can accept the board's pro- 
posed contract • without fact-finding as 
part of the impasse procedure. 


The council.also feeds that before it 


signs a multi-year agreement on the 
procedural section it must have the as- 
surance that the "strike clause" in that 
section can be reopened yearly. 


THE SCOPE problem is not a new one 


to the talks, but indications at an earlier 
meeting were that it would be settled 
with a policy statement from the board.' 


Larry Halter, spokesman for council 


and Illinois Education Association repre- 
sentive, said he will only accept the pol- 
icy statement if it is included in the con- 
tract. 


"The association fears that if it is not 


sealed in the contract the board may, at 
any time, change its mind and the pol-' 
icy," he explained. 


John Barger, spokesman for the board, 


said it was a matter of trust. He said the 
board must go on its past record, and it 
has never taken back a policy that has 
benefited the teachers. 


He added, "We will never accept put- 


ting the policy in the contract." 


Halter disagrees with the board's 


counterproposal to leave out fact-finding 
from the impasse procedure. They feel it 
is necessary and vital to the talks. 


v The board, on the other hand, feels the 
impasse procedure should only go as far 
as mediation. 


"If we keep bargaining and know there 


, is still another step to go after media- 


tion, we are going to hold back items. It 
is just natural'for'both sides tor react in 
this manner," said Barger. 


HALTER ASKED what happens if the 


talks cannot be settled by mediation, but 
the board did not give a concrete an- 
swer. 


The council agreed to the board's 


wording in the "strike clause," which 
was bothersome in the past, but it wants 
that clause to expire at the same time as 
salaries and fringe benefits. 


The board answered with a f!at"no." 
Halter said the board must give in' to 


the complete reopener clause, including 
mediation,-fact finding and the strike 
clause, "before it will ever get a multi- 
year agreement on any section of the 
contract." 


Both teams said they will return to the 


bargaining table at 4 p.m. tomorrow with 
counter-proposals for the three areas of 
disagreement. 


"If we see the board is not giving any 


more than they have in the past it is just 
possible we will call a formal impasse at 
this meeting," said Halter.

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Jealous Husband Incident 
Man Charged With Love 
Triangle Murder Attempt 


'by DOUG RAY 


,An apparent Jealous husband has been 
charged with attempted murder after he 
allegedly fired a shotgun blast into the 
back of another man at the Deer Grove 
Forest Preserve, north of Palatine. 


Richard Salinas, 28, of 80S W. Dundee 


Rd., in Palatine Township,' was subdued 
by Cook County Sheriff's Police at noon 
Friday in Rolling Meadows, two hours 
after be reportedly fired 20 shotgun pel- 
lets into the back, head and shoulders of 
Jose Lopez, 24, of Chicago. 


Lopez's condition "is not critical," ac- 


cording to spokesman at Northwest Com- 
munity Hospital in Arlington Heights, 
where he is hospitalized. 


According to police, Lopez and Mrs. 


Paulina Salinas, 24, were "sitting in the 
car talking" at the forest preserve, when 
Salinas found them. He took a shotgun 
from a red pickup truck, police said, and 
shot Lopez as he fled toward the woods. 


AS LOPEZ WAS being transported to 


the hospital in a car driven by his broth- 
er Raymond, it collided with one driven 
by an Arlington Heights couple at Euclid 
Avenue and Wllke Road. Mr. and Mrs. 


Anthony Abel, 1242N. Chestnut, both 
were hospitalized .with head injuries. 


Mrs. Salinas and Raymond Lopez were 


injured in the crash but have been re- 
leased from Northwest Community Hos- 
pital. Raymond Lopez, IB, was charged 
by Arlington Heights police with running 
a stop sign. 


THE SHOOTING, which police said 


was a single shotgun blase occurred af- 
ter an argument between Jose Lopez, 
Mrs. Salinas and her husband. Raymond 
Lopez, who had driven to the forest pre- 
serve with his brother and Mrs. Salinas, 
was walking in the woods during the 
shooting, police said. ' 


Police report that Salinas threatened 


Lopez with the shutgun and Lopez fled 
toward the woods. He was shot on the 
circular driveway, leaving a blood stain 
and slight trail of blood behind. 


After the shooting, Lopez ran into the 


wooded area, where Mrs. Salinas and the 
victim's brother found him after Salinas 
had gone. 


They helped him into the car and start- 


ed toward Northwest Community Hospi- 
tal and were about a mile from the hos- 


pital before the crash. 


A sheriff's policeman said he was 


about a block away when the accident 
occurred. 'He said he then transported 
the injured persons to the hospital. 


AFTER SHERIFF'S police were noti- 


fied of the shooting, they began a search 
for Salinas through several area commu- 
nities. 


They searched Salinas* home, located 


Just south of die forest preserve, but 
were told that he may have gone to work 
at a local blacktop company. 


I Police learned that the firm had con- 
tracted a driveway job at 2211 Fulle, 
Rolling Meadows, and found Salinas 
driving a backhoe tractor there. 


Sheriff's police cordoned the area with 


assistance from Rolling Meadows police, 
forced Salinas off the tractor and made 
the arrest. 


The shotgun, reportedly used in the 


shooting was found later at Salinas 
home, police said.

Elk Grove Township had a 58 per cent 


increase in the number of welfare cases 
reported during the 1971-72 fiscal year, 
according to figures released by town- 
ship officials.

cent jump in number of persons on the 
general assistance rolls of the township 
during the fiscal year, according to Wil- 
liam Rohlwing, township supervisor. 


A total of ,$42,864 was spent for home 


relief, hospitalization and burial during 


, the fiscal year, which ended March 1, 


Rohlwing said. The, amount represents a 
55 per cent increase in expenses from the 
$27,699 spent during the 1970-71 fiscal

Want Adi 
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Contract Talks 
Hit Standstill 


by RICH HONACK 


Contract talks between the Elementary 


Dist. 21 Board of Education and the 
Wheeling Faculty Council are at a stand- 
still for the fifth time in eight meetings. 


Entering what was expected to be final 


meeting on the procedural section of the 
contract, the council turned down three 
of the board's four counter proposals. 


It accepted the board's proposal on 


binding arbitration in grievance 'proce- 
dures, but would go no further on other 
times. 


The council feels it cannot agree on a 


policy statement from the board con- 
cerning the scope of, the contract. Nor 
does it feel it can accept the board's pro- 
posed contract without fact-finding as 
part of the impasse procedure. 


The council also feels that before it 


signs a multi-year agreement on the 
procedural section it must have the as- 
surance that the "strike clause" in that 
section can be reopened yearly. 


THE SCOPE problem is not a new one 


to the talks, but indications at an earlier 
meeting were that it would be settled 
with a policy statement from the board. 


Larry Halter, spokesman for council 


and Illinois Education Association repre- 
senllve, said he will only accept the pol- 
icy statement if it is included in the con- 
tract. 


Fined $100 For 
Fuel Tax Evasion 


Ernest Stavros of Prospect Heights has 


been fined $100 after a Cook County Cir- 
cuit Court judge found him guilty of act- 
ing as a bulk user of diesel fuel without a 
license, according to George Mahin, di- 
rector of the Illinois Department of Rev- 
enue, 


Department agents said Stavros, who 


operates Stavros Bros. Farm Equipment 
Co., 1030 S. Milwaukee Ave., with his 
brother, James, was using untaxed diesel 
fuel for farm equipment in company 
trucks. Untaxed diesel fuel may be used 
in farm equipment but not for over-the- 
road trucks. 


Stavros, 54, was arrested March 15 at 


Whlpple Tree Village Mobile Home Park, 
which he manages. His case was heard 
May 2 by Associate Judge Marvin Pe- 
ters. 


"The association fears that if it is not 


sealed in the contract the board may, at 
any time, change its mind and the pol- 
icy," he explained. 


John Barger, spokesman for the board, 


said it was a matter of trust. He1 said the 
board must go on its past record and it 
has never taken back a policy that has 
benefited the teachers. 


He added, "We will never accept put- 


ting the policy in the contract." 


Halter disagrees with the board's 


counterproposal to leave out fact-finding 
from the impasse procedure. They feel it 
is necessary and vital to the talks. 


The board, on the other hand, feels the 


impasse procedure should only go as far 
as mediation. 


"If we keep bargaining and know there 


is still another step to go after media- 
tion, we are going to hold back items. It 
is just natural for both sides to react in 
this manner," said Barger. 


HALTER ASKED what happens if the 


talks cannot be settled by mediation, but 
the board did not give a concrete an- 
swer. 
\ 


The council agreed to the board's 


wording in the. "strike. clause," which 
was bothersome in the past, but it wants 
that clause to expire at the same time as 
salaries and fringe benefits. 


The board answered with a flat "no." 
Halter said the board must give in to 


the complete reopener clause, including 
mediation, fact finding and the strike 
clause, "before it will ever get a multi- 
year agreement on any section of the 
contract." 
' 


Both teams said they will return to the 


bargaining table at 4 p.m. tomorrow with 
counter-proposals for the three areas of 
disagreement. 


"If we see the board is not giving any 


more than they have in the past it is just 
possible we will call a formal Impasse at 
this meeting," said Halter. 
.

Township Police Report Due 


A report on whether residents in unin- 


corporated Elk Grove Township are will- 
ing to pay more taxes for additional po- 
lice protection should be ready late next 
week, according to town officials. 


A questionnaire was sent to residents 


in unincorporated areas asking if they 
were satisfied with their present police 
protection and if they were willing to pay 
a $6 tax per $10,000 assessed property 
valuation to improve it. 


Residents also were asked whether or 


not they preferred a police car to patrol 
the unincorporated areas regularly or 
just be on call to respond to emer- 
gencies. 


Town Auditor Bernard Lee has said he 


believed the township could provide a 
squad car and manpower to protect the 
unincorporated areas from dusk to dawn, 
seven days a week, for $40,000 a year. 


Lee said a property tax of $6 per 


$10,00 0 assessed valuation would 
provide the funds to finance the addition- 
al police protection. 


A referendum would have to be passed 


by voters, before the tax could be levied. 


Lee said if such a referendum is 


passed, township officials would talk to 
villages within'the township about con- 
tracting for police service. 


In February members of several 


homeowners association in unincorpo- 
rated areas asked the town board to pro- 
vide extra police protection. At that time 
a survey was suggested to find out how 
many persons were willing to pay for the 
service. 


Currently the unincorporated areas are 


protected by Cook County Sheriff's po- 
lice.

formed this year to provide emergency 
assistance for families needing aid' in 
areas ranging , from medical ,help to 
budget management counseling. 


But Deet's remarks generally were ad- 


dressed at the "Northwest suburbs' rac- 
ist society.'.' The criticisms he expressed 
of the suburbs as a region he applied 'to 
the local area as well. And the actions he 
urged on local residents were part of a 
general campaign he said would be 
mounted to deal with school systems and 
other institutions. 


"We're going to be moving into the 


area of educational systems," Deet said. 
ODS has met with high level state educa- 
tion office personnel, and "we'll be set- 
ting up meetings with curriculum direc- 
tors everywhere.^ • 


. "WE BELIEVE essentially that school 


.systems have failed ia th~e~fesponsibility 
of preparing minds of young white chil- 
dren to exist in brotherhood and dignity 
in a multi-racial society," Deet said. 
"We. will move in an institutional way 
into school systems at the state and local 
level.

"I came here hoping for some action," 


Deet said. He listed steps he wished indi- 


[ viduals take, •beginning with calling and. 
writing letters to school board members 
in Dist. 54 supporting introduction of ma-' 
terial dealing with such areas as the his- 
tory and academic contributions of mi- 
nority persons. 


"Voice your concerns to school board 


members. Write letters to them. Start 
right here in your own school system 
helping your teachers to help your chil- 
dren grow up with freer attitudes'toward 
other races," said Deet. He also sug- 
gested the residents' talk with Catholic 


school officials. 


DEET SAID he came to-report what 


was happening and enlist local aid, and 
referred to a recent cross burning in- 
cident, after a white family with an 11- 
month-old adopted daughter bought a 
home in Hanover Park.

"I could offer analysis, criticism — tell 


you you're a bunch of racists and the; 
Northwest suburbs,are a racist society.,I - 
would like to come,back and tell how 
ODS views the Northwest suburbs. Be- 
cause of the nature, the very constitution 
of the Northwest suburbs, we are 
a society very isolated from minority 
races. Our white suburbs must begin 
right now to, educate ourselves as to how 
we'll act when we are integrated," Deet 
said.

District Textbook Fees To Be $10.75 


Each first through eighth grade stu- 


dent in Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 
schools will'pay a textbook fee of about 
$10.75 next year. 


The Dist. 59 Board of Education last 


week voted to equally assess the cost' of 
textbooks between the more than 10,000 
elementary and junior high school stu- 
dents in the district. 


Supt. James Erviti estimated, this 


would mean .some $120,000 available for 
books with1 the $10.75 fee. 


There is no book fee for kindergarten. 
The 'board's action reinstated a policy 


approved last summer that each student 
pay his share of the textbook ex- 
penditures. The policy was suspended 
Aug. 16 due to the federal wage-price 
freeze. 


Instead, this past year a.$10 textbook 


fee was charged each pupil with a max- 
imum of two children .per family paying 
the fee.

debrandt 'opposed the prorated textbook 
fees saving books belong in.the education 
fund.

"I feel that textbooks are a germane 


part of the education of our children," 
she said. "They are not a frill; they be- 
long in the educational fund." 


Erviti told the board that textbook fees 


could not be eliminated without a refer- 
endum. 


The school board also voted to charge

"pay bus" program part of the trans- 
portation cost Students living more than 
eight-tenths mile .and less than 1% mile 
may choose to ride a school bus on pay- 
ment ' of a transportation fee. Trans- 
portation is provided at no cost' to stu-

dents, living more than 1%- miles from 
the school. 


Under the board's policy, 50 per cent of 


the average cost of bus transportation

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Law And Order 
At Chippewa 
Junior High

Law and order came to Chippewa Ju- 


nior High School Friday as members of 
the Northwest Suburban Bar Association 
staged the mock trial .of a student 
"charged" with hit-and-run driving. 


During the hour-long hearing of a case 


that in real life would probably take 
months to complete, a jury of 12 seventh 
and eighth graders listened to the evi- 
dence presented by a methodical prose- 
cutor, to the arguments of a persuasive 
defense attorney and the advice of a 
black-robed judge — all bar association 
members. 


The jury was out for just 10 minutes, 


deliberating secretly. The 490 Chippewa 
students assembled in the "courtroom" 
had also made up their minds and when 
the jury returned and announced its ver- 
dict, they cheered in agreement. 
John Stewart, played by student Ed Ha- 
jost, was accused of leaving the scene of 
an accident involving personal injury at 
an intersection near the school. 


Court convened when the baliff, por- 


trayed by student William Honeycott, 
called the "courtroom" to order and 
warned the students that smoking and 
eating were not allowed. 


The clerk, Rosemarie Hengels, called 


*the case — State of Illinois versus John 
Stewart. The jury was told by Atty. 
Charles Hug of Des Plaines, who acted 
as assistant state's attorney, that Stew- 
art's auto struck another car after turn- 
ing on to Golf Road from Fourth Avenue. 
The driver then left the scene of the acci- 
dent in violation of the law. 


Atty. Michael Ushljima of Rosemont, 


who acted as defense counsel, acknowl- 
edged that his client's car was involved 
in the accident but said Stewart wasn't 
driving it when the collision took place. 


Hug's witnesses included a Des Plaines 


policeman, played by Jay Decker; a Des 
Plaines fireman, portrayed by Ted Hollo- 
way; a witness to the accident, student 
Jeff Johnson; and the other driver in the 
collision played by Michael Ochwat. 


The prosecutor tried to show that after 


the accused hit-and-run driver sped away 
from the scene of the accident, he drove 
to his home/sneaked up a back stairway 
and went to steep. 


The policeman, according to testimony, 


awakened him an hour later, and found 
his wet, muddy shoe* lying next to 'the 
bed. Hug said the wet shoes contradicted 
the defendant's claim that he had been 
asleep for five hours before the in- 
vestigating officer woke him up. 


Defense Atty. Ushljima called Stew- 


art's brother to the stand. He said Stew- 
art was home sleeping at the time of the 
accident. The defendant himself also tes- 
Ufied'that he was not involved. 


On cross-examination, the prosecutor 


tried to refute their testimony, showing 
that Stewart's brother may not have 
heard him leave or return because the 
back door could not be seen from where 
the brother was sitting and watching 
television. 


The defense said that Stewart's car 


had been stolen by someone who was in- 
volved in the accident and was later re- 
turned to Stewart's driveway. 


The case then went to the jury. While 


the 13 students deliberated, the judge, 
played by Atty. Wilhebn Levander of Des 
Plaines, answered- questions and heard 
comments from the audience; 
• 
: 


"He was framed," one student said. 


"His brother did it," said another. The 
audience, veterans of television court- 
room dramas, obviously sided with the 
defendant, who was being tried solely on 
circumstantial evidence. 


After 10 minutes, the jury members 


filed back in. They too questioned the 
.evidence and announced that Stewart 
was not guilty, to the cheers and ap- 
plause of the assembled •Chippewa stu- 
dents. 
; 


The mock trial lacked the endless con- 


tinuances, recesses and delays that mark 
real-life jury cases. But the bar associ- 
ation members handled it realistically. 
Their student audience saw that even an 
ordinary hit-and-run case can have- all 
the drama of a< television courtroom 
spectacular.

pipes installed before 1900. 


The water supply, which mostly comes

Buettner suggested that the city could 


receive $800,000 for the proposed water 


system improvements from the-U. S. De- 
partment of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment. The rest could be raised through; 
a bond issue, to be paid with revenues 
from water use, the report states. 


About;2S per cent of the cost of these 


bonds would eventually be paid by city 
industries, which use a high volume of 
water, according to Buettner.

Police Protection Report Due 


A report on whether residents in unin-

the facts. So here they are. 


Evanston won the meet with 67 points. 


Proviso West was second with 63, Glen- 
bard East third with 51%, Bloom fourth 
with 49, LaGrange fifth with 48, Oak 
Park sixth with 30. Glenbard West sev- 
enth with 20, Maine East and Maine 
South tied for eighth with 13, Palatine 
10th with eight and one-half, Highland
